Geneva, Aug. 7.—From the ruins of
Prussian militarism, which the great
war was waged to destroy, a new mili-

tarism has arisen, more menacing even|p

than the old because it is allied with
revolutionary internationalism. The Red;
rulers in Moscow are jta creators, but
it is imbued with the Prussinn spirit
and its legions are at the disposal of the
impenitent militarists in Berlin,

It is universally recognized at last,
even by Kuropean Socinlists who re-
cently visited Russia, that the Soviet
ower is simply a military derpotism.
he Red srm! is the ruthlesa force on
;:,hlrh Berlin hopes to annul Allied vie-

ry.

In many politieal eireles in Euro
the belief is today general that the Al-
lies, in spite of their endenvors to over-
come the new militarism by persuasive
and pacific methods, will in the end be
forced to fight the Red army after all,
even as they were foreed to fight the
Kniser's armies. However that may be,
the leadership, organization and spirit
of the Red army are at present
mutters of supreme Importance. How
far can the Soviet dictators rely upon
it to maintain their power? To what
extent is it at Germany's beck and
call for n new war of aggression and
revenge? The fate of Russia undoubtedly
depends on the first question, and on
the second perhaps the fate of Europe.

‘‘Reorganized’’ By Former Czarist

To answer them accurately and to
penetrate the mystery that has always
surrounded the Red army is no easy
task. In this respect the tales of travel-
crs are virtually worthless. But I have
siueceeded In obtaining, through officers
nerviur in the 1ted army themselves but
seerctly loathing the tmnu they are
foreed to obey, quite fresh, first-hand

information which sheds much light on
the suhf¥et,

The present Red army, which has
revealed itself by its victories over the
oles mas n first-closs fighting foree,
bears scarcely any resemblance to the
revolutionary host originally created by
Trotzky after the Dolshevist coup
d'etat, It is the product of a com-
plete reorganization effected in May,
1920, by the Red general staff under
the direction of General Palivanov, who
was one of the Czar's Inst war minis-
ters and who joined the Bolshevists
about this time. 'This reorganization
wans kept secret, and it is interesting
to note that it wae carried out at the
very time when Trotzky announced to
the world that the Red army was being
transformed into a ‘‘peaceful labor
army."’

As reorganized by General Palivanoy,
the Red forces are divided inte an
“‘active army,"' a *‘reserve army'' and
““militia."" Its man-power is furnished
by compulsory service of all citizens
between twenty-one and thirty-five
years of age.

Real Fighting Force

The active army, which is the only
rea]l fighting force, is divided into **di-
visions'' which are united in “armies.'
There are no army corps, It is offi-
cered by professional officerg of the old
Czarist army, by German officers and
by aduates from the eight military
academies established by the Soviet
government, Of the latter, the major-
ity belong to “‘bourgeois’ families,

The reserve army consists only of
battalions and squadrons and its offi-
cers are merely instructors, who see
their men only during the hours of
drill, For reasons to be explained sub-
